The report by a select House 
committee on Chinese espi- 
onage chaired by Rep. 
Christopher Cox, R-Colif., said 
the People's Republic of China 
stole U.S. secrets about the 
seven major warheads in the 
current American nuclear arse- 
nal as well as the neutron bomb. 

“China has never stolen any 
other countries’ secrets, includ- 
ing from (he United States,” ' 
said an official at Defense 
Ministry’s office in Beijing that 
handles inquiries from foreign 
mediji. The official refused to 

give her name 

The (hefts date to (he late 
1970s through the mid-1990s 
and “almost certainly condnue ' 
to the present,” the report said. 

“With the stolen nucleor 
secrets, the PRC has leaped, in 
a handful of years, from 1950s- 


era strategic nuclear capabill- 
des to the more modem nuclear 
- designs,” the report said. The 

. new Chinese weapons are likely 

,to be “on a par with our own.” 
Among.the weopons Chino 
obtained significant infonnadon 
about Is the miniaturized W-66 
wdrbead, which is launched 
from spbmarines, and "is the 
-mbbt sophisticated nuclear 
weapon- the United States hos 
ever built,” the repoR said.

WASHINGTON (AP) ^ Police violate 
people's privacy-rights when they bring TV 
camera crews or other journalists Into 
homes during arrests or searches, the 
Supr^e Court niled Monday in a pair of 
decisions that could put a oimp in popular 
true-life TV shows. . 

Police who cany out such media Jfride- 
alongs" can be' sued for violating the 
Consdtudon’s Fourth Amendment ban 
unreasonable searches and seizures, the 


court said in the two unanimous rulings. 

Chief Justice William H. Rehnquisc, 
writing for the court in .cases from . 
Maryland and Montana, dted the “cen- 
turies-old principle of respect for the priva- 
cy of the home.” 

"Surely the possibility of good public 
rclatlons.for the police is simpiy not - 
enough, standing alone, to justify die ride- 
along Intrusion into a private home,” 
Rehnguist wrote. 


“Even the need for accurate rcponlng 
on police issues in general'' does not justify 
allowing journalists to accompany police 
onto private property, he adde^
